President of the United States than they do 
of their own Prime Minister. Here are a few 
interesting facts. Rt. Hon. Louis St. Laurent 
was born on February Ist, 1882, at Compton, 
Quebec: “His father was a French-Canadian 
end hismother was Mary Broderick, an Irish- 
Canadian, As a child he talked English to 
his mother and French to his father, He be- 
came Prime Minister in 1948, . 

Mr. Menzies, the Australian P.M., said 
before his last election that he was not “born 
in the purple.” Mr. St. Laurent was not 
either but both have seen a good deal of it in 
recent years, They have much in common 
The parents in both cases were small-town 
storekeepers. Both youths turned to law and 
both graduated from universities in their own 
countries. Mr. St. Laurent refused a Rhodes 
Scholarship to continue his law studies, and 
Menzies was called to the bar at the age 
93. Both were brilliant students and suc- 
eessful lawyers. Both pleaded cases before 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. 
When they reached the prime-minister- 
in their respective countries, each ap- 
pointed a native-born subject of the Queen to 
Governor-General of the country of their 
birth 

Mr. Menzies is vears younger than 
Canada’s Prime Minister, but both are in ex- 
cellent health. Mr. Menzies has been in 
politics longer than has Mr, St. Laurent and 
is probably more of a campaigner, although 
less eNact as a lawyer
